25 at Purdue 


O U TLIN E NEW STU D Y P L A N S 


Included in Course of Study Will be 
Thorough Study of Hogs. Corn 
and Farm Organization

eight weeks’ course in 
apiculture 
will Ik* offered at Purdue University 


starting October 25, it 
was 
an­ 


nounced today by Dean J. H. Skin­ 


ner of the School of Agriculture in 
a letter to county agricultural 
ag­ 
ents, teachers and bankers of 
the 
state. New plans of study have been 
outlined, which it is thought 
will 
surpass even the excellent courses 
of this kind offered each year since 
1888, The course is designed espec­ 
ially for farmers o f the state who 
can get away for a short time but 
not long enough for the regular four 
year course. 
Included in the course of study 
this year will be a thorough study of 
hogs, corn and 
farm organization, 
which will be required of each per­ 
son enrolled. Then, each 
student 
may select two of a number of sub­ 
jects, to balance the course. The list 
of elective subjects includes animal 
diseases, clover, alfalfa 
and soy­ 
beans, beekeeping, farm 
dairying, 
farm poultry Hocks, farm merchan­ 
t's, fruits, vegetables and canning 
«•rops, beautifying the home ground, 
marketing of farm products, 
rural 
sociology and English, which is 
a 
course in business writing. 
Under 
the new plan of study, these 
sub­ 
jects are covered completely in tlie 
eight weeks’ period, for 
example, 
with liogs, the study will cover var­ 
ious phases of 
production, 
such 
as maintaining a 
breeding 
herd, 
deeding for market, and actual mar­ 
keting, in addition to judging. 


“ We have arranged this 
course 
for the fall so that those who

sire can take the work now and then

I SELECT SEED CORN, IS THE TIP 
j 
FROM PURD UE UNIVERSITY \ 


Farmers in all parts of Indiana 
are facing an unparalled 
situation 
in the problem o f selecting seed corn 
for next year’s corn crop as a re­ 
sult of the umisual weather condi­ 
tions that have prevailed for 
the 
past sixty days, which, because of 
heavy rains and mud, have kept far­ 
mers out of their Helds. 
Only 
a 
small part of the 700,000 bushels of 
seed necessary to plant the 
1927 
corn crop has been gathered so far, 
according to information obtained 
by the Soils and Crops 
Extension 
Department of Purdue University. 
Data from the 
weather 
bureau 
show that the average date o f kill­ 
ing frost is now at hand for North­ 
ern Indiana and not more than two 
weeks away for Southern Indiana. 
Killing frosts have already occurred 
in Iowa where temperatures as low 
as 28 degrees have been recorded. 
Considerable injury lias been done 
to the seed corn in that state 
a c­ 
cording to the Iowa 
Experiment 
station. The situation is all the more 
serious in Indiana as a result 
of 
llood damage in the low lands and 
river bottoms where thousands 
of 
acres of corn have 
been 
entirely 
ruined. These farmers must depend 
upon farmers on their higher lands 
for next year’s seed supply. All over 
the state the weather is very 
un­ 
favorable to drying corn in the Held 
which makes it especially 
urgent 
that farmers safeguard next year’s 
corn crop by selecting their 
seed 
from the -standing stalks as soon as 
the condition of the Held will permit 
of such work. The need of Held se­ 
lection is also emphasized by tfte re­ 
sults of community and individual 
seed corn testing the past two years 
which show that the only dependa­ 
ble source of seed corn is that from 
Held selected seed. 
Selecting seed corn before killing 
frosts gives the farmer a chance to 
pick ears from healthy 
vigorous 
stalks which are free from disease. 
Such seed will produce higher yields 


than crib selected corn if stored un­ 
der favorable conditions. 
As soon as the seed corn is pick­ 
ed it should be stored in dry sheds 
or buildings where there is a good 
circulation of air. The ears should 
be hung by the husks or placed on 
homemade or commercial racks so 
that the ears do not touch. It the 
ears are piled together even for a 
few days, there is danger of mold­ 
ing or heating on account of 
the 
high moisture content of the corn. 
A dry, well ventilated basement 
is 
preferred for home storage by many 
corn growers and should be 
more 
generally used 
where 
available. 
Where 
corn is 
stored in 
outside 
sheds quick drying is necessary to 
avoid early freezing temperatures. 
This may be facilitated by opening 
the doors and windows and by keep­ 
ing tlie ears from 
touching. 
This 
year the damp and rainv 
weather 
makes it especially necessary 
to 
make special provision for 
drying 
seed corn to prevent moulding. 
In 
many eases it may be necessary to 
resort to artiHeial beat. 
In 
such 
eases good ventilation is most im­ 
portant. In most 
cases, 
however 
there is a suffcient amount of 
ma­ 
ture corn which if selected at one, 
and stored in well ventilated plac­ 
es, will soon he dry enough to e s­ 
cape either moulding or injury from 
frost.

On tin* other hand they are gaining 
and threaten in time to equal 
our 
ex ports, although our ex port busi­ 
ness has been a very healthy one. 
Lastly our factories are running 
and our work ing )K*ople are work ing 
at higher wages than ever before in 
the history of this and every other 
country. 
The only industry which has not 
participated in full in this prosper­ 
ity lias been our tex tile 
industry, 
and this has been in spite of the 
tariff, and for the reason that the 
duties on imported tex tiles are 
not 
high enough to k eep out a flood 
of 
European goods. If you don't believe 
this just step into any departm ent 
st<>rc and see what broadcloth and 


other imported 
goods 
are seUing 
for. 
Farm ers have as yet failed to get 
their share of the returning pros­ 
perity, and this is because 
having 
been the last to feel the effects 
of 
the ipost-war slump they have been 
the last to recover from it. But the 
agricultural situation is steadily im­ 
proving and will continue to improve 
year bv year. 
Certainly the sane 
way to help it is to 
build 
up the 
prosperity of the country, and not 
to pull down the temple by repeal­ 
ing the protective tariff law.

(Co n tin u ed From Page 5) 
product; a more intelligent effort to 
adjust production to probable de­ 
mand; a tiner and more satisfy ing 
community life. 
“ It is doubtful, however, if 
the 
cooperatives of tin* staple farm pro­ 
ducts are ever sufficiently organized 
to take care 
of this 
ever-present 
problem of surplus unless more wavs, 
be found by 
which 
the 
cost 
of, 
handling the surplus is borne equal-1 
Jy by all producers of the particular ' 
commodity . 
“It the producers of any 
farm! 
product are only partly organized 
and attempt to take 
care 
of the 
surplus, the producers of that com­ 
modity who are not members of the 
cooperative receive the full 
benefit 
of the improved price withotu bear­ 
ing anv of the burdens incident 
to 
the surplus. 
¡The remedy , therefore, is not a 
democratic tariff. The farmer needs 
a protective tariff as he never need­ 
ed it before. What he should 
have 
is a better method 
of marketing 
his products, by which 
the tariff 
shall be made more effective. 
“ Indeed, it is not only in the m ar­ 
keting of those products protected 
by tariff that 
organization 
among 
the iarmers is needed, but in 
the 
marketing <>t all crops as well. I am 
more and more persuaded that the 
occasional surplus which is inevita­ 
ble with am farm product, must lie 
handled through a central organiza­ 
tion of producers if that surplus is 
to bo prevented from unduly de­ 
pressing Hu* market. I think too that 
tin* cooperative must he empowered 
in some way to distribute the cost 
of handling the surplus among all 
pr< dueers of the commodity , whet­ 
her the commodity is protected 
by 
tariff or not. 


“ We arc not the only 
country 
that has an agricultural 
problem. 
Even England is giving the greatest 
consideration to her agriculture. In 
1922 an agricultural tribunal of in 
restitution was created by the Brit 
ish Government. This 
commission 
was composed of the ablest 
e c o n o ­ 
mists in (¡real Britain. They madi 
a m o st exhaustive investigation. Tilt 
report is one of the ablest treatises 
on agricultural economics 
I 
have 
seen. I hey undertook a comparison 
of agriculture in England with othci 
states of Europe. They found that 
agriculture in both Germany 
and 
France had prospered more than in 
Great 
Britain. In the two 
former 
countries the policy of 
protection 
had been employ ed. Not so, as 
ev 
ervone knows, in England. The in 
vestigation showed that this 
fact, 
namely , the policy of 
protection, 
together with cooperation among the 
tanners of Germany and 
France, 
were to the two factors which, work­ 
ing together, had 
given 
Germam 
and France their supremacy 
over 
England in agriculture. 
“ Germany 's agricultural 
polifc 
Iroin the early day s of the empire 
is a most instructive one. That cm 
pi re adopted the policy of a 
pro­ 
tective tariff. Jt aspired to 
be 
a 
great industrial nation like 
Great 
Britain,' though it « lid not 
imitate 
the latter country in its tariff pol 
icy . At that time Germany 
could 
have imported from the new world 
food for her industrial 
population 
cheaper than she could produce it 
and thus have strengthened her in 
dustrialists in their completion with 
her great rival, England. Their fa r­ 
sighted 
political 
and 
intellectual 
leaders asserted, 
however, 
that 
lo o k in g into the long future, 
it were 
better form Germany to maintain bei 
agriculture and 
her 
agricultural 
population even if there resulted a 


no iiicw hat slower development of 1m 
industries. She therefore protectee 
through tin* tariff her agriculture e- 
qualk with her industry . Not only 
did she afford ample protection 
the products ot her soil, but 
sh 
to it that the duties were mad« 
effective.

"Section 14. All general elec- 


tions shall be held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November; but township elec- 
tions may be held at such time 
as may be-provided 
by law: 


Provided, That the general as- 
sembly may provide by law for 
the election of all 
judges of 


courts of general or appellate 
jurisdiction by an .election to be 
held for such .officers only, at' 
which thne no ttther officer shall 
be"voted'for; and may also pro- 
vide for the registration of all 
persons entitled to vote. In pro- 
viding for the registration • of 
persons entitled to 
vote 
the. 


general assembly 
shall have 


power to classify the 
several 


counties, townships, cities and 
towns of the state into classes, 
and to enact laws prescribing a 
uniform method of registration 
in any or all of such classes." 
The section reads the same as the 


original section with the exception 
of the added last sentence covering 
.he power tfc'classify the counties, 
ownsliips, cities and towns for reg- 
istration. 


The second proposed amendment 


s to Section 4 and 5 of Article IV, 
which would be amended.to read: 


"Section 4. The general as- 


sembly shall during the period 
between the general election in 
the year 1928 and the conven- 
ing of the legislature in l'J-9, 
. 


and every sixth year, thereafter, 
cause to be 
ascertained the 


number of votes cast for all of.. 
the candidates for Secretary of 
State in the different counties 
at the last preceding 
general 


election. 


"Section 5. The number of 


senators 
and 
representatives 


shall, at the session next fol- . 
lowing period when the number 
of votes cast for the office 
of 


Secretary of State shall be as- 
certained, be fixed by law, and 
apportioned among the several 
counties, according to the num- 
ber of votes so cast for all the 
candidates for the office of Sec- 
retary of State at such preced- 
ing last general election." 
This section now reads that the 


apportionment shall be made on' a 
•basis of the number of {male resi- 
dents over the age of twenty-one 
years," which excludes women vot- 
ers from consideration and places 
it on a poll basis rather than on a 
basis of actual vote cast. 


Tb.e third proposed 
amendment 


touches tenure of office and salaries. 
It would amend Section 2 of Article 
XV to read as follows: 


"Section 2. When the dura- 


tion of any office is not provid- 
ed for by this Constitution, 
it. 


may be declared by law; and if 
ndt so declared, such office shall 
be held during the pleasure of 
the authority making the ap- 
pointment. But the general as- 


.jjaetnbly shall not create any of-

Lafayette, ]ml Oct. 1C—A new 


eijtlit weeks' course in .agriculture 
will bo offered at Purdue University 
startiujr October '25, it 
was 
an- 


nounced today by Dean J. H. Skin- 
ner of the School of Agriculture in 
a letter to county agricultural ag- 
cnts, teachers and bankers of the 
state. New plans of study hare been 
outlined, -which it is thought 
will 


surpass even Ihe excellent courses 
of this kind offered each year since 
3888. The course is designed espec- 
ially for farmers of the state who 
can get away for a short time but 
not long enough for the regular four 
year course. 


Included in the cjmrsc of study 


this year will be a thorough study of 
]io<?«, corn and farm .organization, 
which will be required of each per- 
son enrolled. Then, each 
student 


may select two of a number of sub- 
,-jects, 1o 'balance the course. The list 
of elective subjects includes animal 
diseases, clover, alfalfa 
and soy 


lieans, beekeeping, farm 
dairying, 


farm poultry flocks, farm merchan 
ics, fruits, vegetables and canning 
<-rops, beautifying the home ground, 
marketing of farm products, rural 
sociology and English, which is 
Bourse in business writing. Under 
the new plan of study, these sub- 
jects are covered completely in the 
eight weeks' period, for 
example, 


with hogs, the study will cover var- 
ious phases of 
production, • sucl; 


us maintaining a 
breeding 
herd, 


feeding for market, and ac(ual_mar; 
feeling, i" addition to judging.

for the fall so that those who de-

Late Wheat Sawing Experiments

While winter and especially spring 
weather conditions play an import- 
ant part in success or failure with 
ate sown wheat, yet experiences of 
jie last few years have indicated 
hat chances with October 
sown 


wheat are much better than 
was 


formerly believed. In fact 
experi- 


mental evidence gained at the Pur- 
du University Soils and Crops Farm 
nt Lafayette has shown that wheat 
seeded from October 10 «•- October 
2C during the last six years has av- 
eraged over 27 bushels per 
acre. 


During only one year 
was wheat 


sown before October 15 and in most 
cases it was sown about October 
20. The yields have ranged from 18 
bushels per acre in 1925 to 33 bu- 
shels per acre in 1921. 


Wheat in Bins Hit by Weevil 


Farmers in most sections of In- 


diana are cxi>cricncing more 
trou- 


ble with their stored wheat, accord- 
ing to Prof. J. J. 'Davis, head of the 
Entomology Department of the Pur- 
due University Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, who has inspected the 
stored -wheat on a number of India- 
na farms the past two weeks.

When, therefore, 
lie democratic party framed a 1 ar- 
il", it abandoned its 'tariff for re- 
venue' .principle and afforded some 
measure of protection to

industries. It followed that the tar- 
iff thus framed was a tariff by hit or 
miss. The democratic party, having 
abandoned the only principle it had 
announced, could not do otherwise.
